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Supt. Gardner’s Annual Report 


(Only the first part of the report can 
be given, as the data for the statistical 
part is not yet fully compiled.

Mr. President and 
Holstein-Friesian 
America: 
Another year in the history of our 

organization has drawn to a close, 

and it becomes my duty to report to 
you on the activities of our breeders, 
and on the general situation in my 
department at the close of the year 
covered by Volume 38 of the Year 

Book. I do this with more satisfac- 

tion than usual; because during the 

year the long decline in interest in 
advanced registration has come to an 
end. Thus, although the number of 
certificates issued during the year is 
somewhat less than for the previous 
year, the number of cows in test at 
the close of the testing year is 
larger than at the beginning, with 
more interest manifest than in years before. But the 
decline in testing was allowed to go too far, and has 
left our herds depleted of A. R. stock and our breeders 
unable to make offerings for sale such as buyers deem de- 
sirable. The demand has overtaken the supply, and the 
breeder with desirable stock has the advantage. 

Combining Form With Production 

Several matters pertaining to advanced registration 
interest our breeders at the present time. Some practical 
method of combining form with production is wanted by a 
large number of progressive men; and this desire has 
been confused with a restrictive or selective registration 
which no one wants. The proposition is in the hands of 
a committee for a report to this convention. The real 
question is as to whether there is an ideal type or form 
sponsored by the Association and put forth as a model 
toward which efforts in breeding are to be directed, and 
as to whether the Association shall give recognition to 
es efforts of such breeders as try to approach the model 
orm. 

The cost of any such system should not be borne by 
the Association to any greater extent than the cost of 
other activities deemed for the good of the breed. If 
Inspectors are furnished by the Association, adequate 
fees should be charged for inspection, that the breeders 
desiring inspection may bear the larger portion of the 
cost. Yet judgment should be used; and the fee should 
not be so large as to stand in the way of the smaller 
breeders making use of the system. It is on the smaller 
breeders of the present that the future of the breed must 
depend. I speak for these from experience; for I was one 
of them till I bred up a herd that carried me to a higher 
Plane. I was deeply interested in the effort to combine 
form with production; and I may say without egotism

that the descendents from that herd 
now stand second to none, measured 
either by productions as found in the 


Blue Book or by ribbons and prize 
money won at the great shows. 
Others have done as well, and the 


ranks of the smaller breeders are full 
of men working up. Many of the 
small breeders of the present will be 
the large breeders of the future. 
Whether we are ready at the pres- 
ent time to put into practice a com- 
plete system for the combination of 
form with production in advanced 
registration May be an open ques- 
tion; but such a system is sure to 
come in the near future. For the 
success of any plan we must have 
harmony among our breeders; any 
marked discord would be ruinous. 
Meanwhile, the production end of ad- 
vanced registration needs attention. 
This has of late been neglected, while much attenton has 
been given to form. It should never be lost to sight that 
while beauty of conformation is highly desirable, it‘is for 
milk production that dairy cattle are bred. Let us show what 
our cows can do on production as first and most im- 
portant, keeping beauty of form in mind as a secondary 
matter. Any other course will inevitably bring disaster 
to the man who follows it and will do great damage to 
the breed. Keep both ends in view and get ready for the 
combination which is bound to come. 
Prize Money for A. R. Tests 

I again call attention to the advisability of a complete 
resumption of the plan of offering prize money for ad- 
vanced registry tests. Under such a practice, continued 
‘for almost thirty years, the testing for advanced regis- 
tration was fostered and built up. —With its discontinu- 
ance began the decline in the testing, which has been con- 
tinuous to near the close of the last testing year. The 
small amount of prize money offered for tests in Classifi- 
cation C has aroused an interest in that classification that 
has been heretofore lacking; and what has been for years 
a failure now promises to be a success. Proportionate 
amounts should be offered in Classifications A and B; and 
I would also include the seven-day division, with a slight 
change in the rules. 

A More Desirable Seven-Day Test 

We do not take the pride in the tests made in the 
seven-day division that we might take were the tests 
made under somewhat different conditions; for we know 
that the per cent fat often shown is not in proportion to 
that shown by the same cow at a later period of. the lac- 
tation. All that we need to do is to increase the interval 
from calving to the beginning of the short-time test from 
six days to ten or twelve days. With such an interval

the objectionable features in short-time testing would be 
done away with, and the test would again become of great 
value to the Association and to our breeders. We have 
learned that the test may be begun too close to freshen- 
ing, with a fat appearing in the milk that is not a true 
butterfat; and this should be remedied. That all short- 
time testing in future should be on a par, I would class 
ali seven-day tests that might have been made with a 
shorter interval than that adopted as Series No. 1, and 
would start a new series to be designated as Series No. 
2. This would make the change fair to all; and under 
such conditions I would offer prize money to encourage 
the short-time testing. 

But does someone ask where the prize money is to 
come from? Well, where did the $17,500 given up by the 
Advanced Registry Department, when sorely needed else- 
where, eventually go? Has not some seven thousand 
dollars been added to the prize money at fairs, with the 
rest used for extension service? That the prize money 
at fairs has brought results is shown by the fact that the 
exhibits have become so large that even the large sum 
offered will not reach around, and some have advised the 
addition of further ribbons or medals. Meanwhile, with 
the encouragement of form getting notable results, test- 
ing for production, with no encouragement at all, has con- 
stantly declined. Also, I have not noticed that because 
judges are not infallible, animals sometimes changing 
position as they move from show to show, anyone has 
suggested that the shows are a failure and that no money 
should be used for such a purpose. It becomes a question 
as to where such money as we have can be used to the 
greatest advantage. With a combination of form with 
production it is probable that prize money to encourage 
testing might not be needed; otherwise conditions prove 
that it certainly is needed. 

The Herd Improvement Test 

The Herd Test will also come before this Convention 
for consideration. I think well of this test as a herd im- 
provement measure. Its adoption and use would remove 
the basis for the charge that breeders test only their best 
cows for advanced registration and that no one knows 
what the rest of the herd is. But this form of testing 
must not be confused with testing for advanced registra- 
tion, although advanced registry tests may constitute a 
part of the herd test. For the herd test there would be 
no requirements; but the individual cow would be 
credited with whatever her production might be, and if 
not tested as A. R. would receive no individual certificate 
no matter what the production credited. 

In a herd entry in the A. R. and on the herd certificate 
the cows tested under A. R. rules and meeting the A. R. 
requirements would be starred and lettered to show that 
their tests were A. R., and to show under which classifi- 
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cation by milkings their tests were made. A few breed. 
ers have announced the intention to herd-test in Clagsig. 
cation C, the classification requiring but one day’s officjgy 
test in each month and allowing of twelve or more cows 
to the bunch; while one breeder says that he wil] herd- 
test in Classification B. So even if the herd-test is not 
adopted, breeders can yet herd-test in such classification 
as may please them, C most likely being the most popular 

A Revision Downward of Requirements ; 

To encourage herd testing and the testing in Clagsig. 
cation C, I have proposed a revision of the A. R. require. 
ments; and this matter is in the hands of a committee, I 
have suggested that the requirement in long-time test be 
reduced, and that it begin at 315.5 lbs. fat for a heifer 
freshening at just two years and then increase by one- 
tenth of a pound fat for every day’s increase in age yp to 
425 lbs. fat for a cow of five years of age. If it be thought 
best to give special consideration to Classification C, a yet 
lower requirement will be adopted for that Classification 
and the present Certificate of Merit will be discontinued. 

Other Factors Lessening the A. R. Testing 

Additional to the discontinuance of prize money, two 
other factors have influenced the testing for advanced 
registration. On the one hand the U. S. Government in 
conjunction with the states and with county agents has 
been pushing the eradication of tuberculosis, thus de- 
creasing the number of dairy cows, and on the other. hand 
has pushed the cow testing association in all parts of the 
country that less cows may be milked with more profit, 
Every thinking man would approve and encourage both of 
these activities; for if the country can be freed from 
tuberculosis a dark cloud will be removed from the hori- 
zon of the dairy farmer and breeder, and he may invest in 
pure bred stock without fear of loss from that dread 
disease. 

Also, the great good accomplished by-the cow testing 
association is almost beyond measure when confined to 
its own province; but it can never take the place of the 
A. R. test. It is a private test for the individual owner; 
while the A. R. test is an official test for both the owner 
and the general public. It is only the A. R. test that can 
give stable value to results and establish values for the 
cattle tested. Had the several dairy cattle associations 
had fieldmen to point this out to their breeders, the loss 
to advanced registration testing would not have been so 
great. Breeders are now learning by experience the dif- 
ference in the two methods of testing, and are beginning 
to see that to establish values they must make A, R. 
tests. I learn from the A. R. offices of the other dairy 
breeds that their breeders having had the same experi- 
ence are coming back to the A. R. test, and that they too 
have turned the A. R. corner.

U. S. National Totals Above $100,000 


Spring Sale, April 25 to 29, showed a total of $100,240 

for 371 head, an average of $270. In general. the sale 
must be set down as a success, although a somewhat 
higher average had been expected. The averages by ages 
listed elsewhere show that cows of milking age were in 
good demand and that the market for bulls ready for serv- 
ice was likewise strong. While the figures show up well 
for record backing, the buyers were discriminating in the 
matter of type, as the price range in Table 1 demonstrates. 
In spite of the fact that 600 head had been sold at auction 
during the two weeks preceding in the Wisconsin market, 
there was a good demand for useful offerings and Wiscon- 
sin buyers took 216 head. The attendance was good 
throughout the entire five days, although perhaps not quite 
as large as at the sale held last fall under the same man- 
agement. There were 129 buyers from fourteen states and 
Canada, ranging from Massachusetts, New York, Mary- 
land and Pennsylvania on the East to California on the 
West and South to Missouri and Mississippi. 

The details of the first day’s selling constituting the 
offerings known as The Blue Ribbon Sale, weré given last 
week. The sale the next two days was at Watertown, 
Wisconsin and the top here was the six-year-old bull, 
Walecowis Sir Ollie, a 953-lb. son of Iowana Sir Ollie. 
This bull who has something of a show ring record him- 
self is a proven sire of both type and production, his 
daughters having records as two-year-olds up to 900 Ibs. 
in the year and having made a fine showing on the fair

Watertown, including two of the best daughters of Ormsby 
Sensation. V. B. Vye of Essex Farms, Maryland, made. 
some good additions to the purchases of outstanding calves 
secured in the Blue Ribbon Sale. The Wisconsin State 
Institutions also gave strong support to the sale. being 
particularly interested in good producing cows and heif- 
ers that will be candidates for their show herd this fall. 
The Waukesha contingent likewise was headed by aa 
aged bull, the famous Dodge County Homestead Boy, who 
was taken at $750 by Christ A. Mayer, Richfield, Wisconsi. 
The consignors were Aitken Brothers, Waukesha, Wiscon- 
sin. This bull has been twice a first prize winner at the 
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National Dairy Show and is a grandson of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes. A number of his daughters were sold 
in the sale and were among the most attractive of the 
younger animals offered, selling up to $320. Baird Bros. 
secured the second highest price at Waukesha for the 
yearling bull, Nockdair Prilly Fayne Model, this 1,000- 
ib. bull going to Ike Blood of Mukwanago, Wisconsin 
| for $385. Top for females was $380 for Mercedes Jewel 
Ormsby Queen, an eight-year-old daughter of Sir P. O. M. 
gith. She has a 20-lb. two-year-old record and was senior 
champion cow at the 1927 Waukesha Dairy Show. She 
was consigned by Baird Bros., and Aitken Bros., Wau- 
kesha, and the purchaser was John Zoberlin, Plymouth, 
Wisconsin. Second highest price for females at Waukesha 
was $355 for the heifer, Ouida Pontiac Princess, consigned 
by Mutkleston Bros., of Waukesha, and purchased by 
George Barte for Norris Farms of Mukwonago. The dam 
was just finishing a 1,100-lb. yearly record and the sire 
was a 42-lb. son of Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac.

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an inscription which when translated reads— 

“Accomplishment is the Essence of Things Well 
Visioned, Well Learned and Well Done.” In no case does 
this axiom hold any more truth than in the breeding of 
livestock. The successful breeder’ unvaryingly mixes 
vision, study of his subject and diligence of effort to make 
success possible. 

It is probable that no breeder of Holstein-Friesians in 
this generation has worked more diligently or with 
greater zeal for the advancement of the breed than has 
Dr. Christopher Graham, of Rochester, Minn. His work 
with The Grahamholm herd is so well known to breeders 
everywhere that the mere mention of his name suggests 
an inspired effort in the field of animal husbandry. 

As the name implies, “Grahamholm” is the original 
home of Dr. Graham. Here he spent the early years of 
his life, tending his father’s herds and flocks, acquiring 
his preliminary education in the little white schoolhouse 
on the hill and absorbing the principles of agriculture and 
life itself. His father, one of the most progressive and 
thorough farmers of the pioneer days set a splendid 
example. He was one of the first Minnesotans to use 
registered Holstein bulls in grading up a dairy herd. 

In the years that followed, Dr. Graham acquired his 
medical education and rose to a position of prominence in 
his chosen field—yet, ever in the back of his mind, turn- 
ing over his early experience with live stock and planning 
for the future. In 1902 he laid the foundation for his 
famous herd of Holsteins. His search for thhe kind of 
females he wished to perpetuate carried him to many of 
the great breeding communities throughout America— 
looking always for the broad, level backs, the square, 
capacious udders and the pleasing toplines.

standing animals of Canary Mercedes, Johanna De Kol, 
De Kol Burke and Pearl of the Dairy bloodlines. Included 
in these were a number of daughters of Wisconsin Begs 
Chief and Sir Homestead De Kol Burke (the former the 
sire and ‘the latter a maternal brother to the immortal 
Spring Brook Bess Burke). Later selections were made 
from E. A. Powell’s famous “Model” family and also from 
the herd of M. S. Nye, both of New York State. The pur. 
chase from the Powell herd brought to Grahamholm, 
among others, that wonderful transmitting matron, Paul- 
ine Govers De Kol 2d—a cow of wonderful type that made 
a great list of records at Grahamholm, climaxed at the 
age of ten years with over 30 pounds in seven-day test. 
Her descendants now in the herd have made five records 
from 31,000 to 34,000 lbs. milk, six records from 1,179 to 
1,426 lbs. butter, a considerable number of 800 to 980-Ib, 
first calf records and eight records from 31 to 38 Ibs. 
butter. 

The present Grahamholm herd is largely descended 
from seven proved great foundation dams in the original 
herd. Occasionally an outstanding female or two was 
added to the herd, when some likely looking cow or heifer 
would catch the keen eye of Dr. Graham in the sale ring. 
However, it is in the selection of his herd sires that Dr. 
Graham’s genius as a breeder is best proven. The search 
for herd sires for use in the Grahamholm herd has taken 
no small share of Dr. Graham’s time, no sooner having 
acquired one herd sire than he was considering his suc- 
cessor. 

The first herd sire at Grahamholm was Paul Canary 
Mechthilde, a son of Canary Mercedes Paul and Chloe 
Mechthilde—she one of the famous show matrons of the 
90s. During the life of his daughters very little testing 
was done and that largly on two milkings a day for yearly 
work. In spite of this handicap the daughters of this bull

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Would, Prizes Stimulate Testing 


E ARE pleased to present in this issue the in- 
W troductory comments of Superintendent Gardner 

to appear with his annual report to the member- 
ship. It is gratifying to note his statement that interest 
in testing for production is increasing. The number of 
certificates issued in the Advanced Registry department 
is somewhat less than for the previous year but the 
number of cows on test at the close of this’ year, Mr. 
Gardner reports, is larger than at the beginning, with 
more interest manifest than for some time past. This 
increased interest in testing and in thé whole subject of 
production is one of the hopeful signs for the future in 
the Holstein industry. ; 

From long experience and mature observation, Super- 
intendent Gardner urges a complete resumption of the 
plan of offering prize money for Advanced Registry tests. 
He states that under the practice of offering prizes test- 
ing for advanced registration was fostered and built up 
during a period of almost thirty years, but that with its 
discontinuance began the decline in testing that has been 
continuous during the close of the last testing year. 

Mr. Gardner proposes that as the money formerly used 
for prizes for production records was used for increasing 
prizes at fairs and in the Extension Department, it should 
now be restored to the Advanced Registry department 
from the budget for those two activities. 

With due respect to Mr. Gardner’s judgment, we can- 
not agree with his conclusion. We believe the reasons 
for the decline of the Advanced Registry testing were 
much more fundamental in their nature than a mere 
matter of prize money. We believe it was mere coin- 
cidence that the decline in testing followed so closely 
after the discontinuance of prize money for records. In 
fact the decline had already started when the cash prizes 
were discontinued in 1922. The real answer we _believe 
is found in the fact that the industry was passing through 
a general period of depression and breeders largely cut 
down or discontinued their Advanced Registry testing 
activities because they felt that under the prevailing con; 
dition of the market, the returns would not justify the ex- 
pense. We have never felt that since Advanced Registry 
testing became established and was so generally recog- 
nized as a basis for establishing values, breeders~“did Ad- 
vanced Registry work to any great extent because of the 
possibility of winning prize money from the Association, 
but rather because they believed that the records made 
would add value to their animals and return a profit in 
the development of their breeding programs. 

Mr. Gardner himself in his report makes a reference 
which seems to substantiate this view. At the conclusion 
of his report, he states: 
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“Breeders ----- - are beginning to see that to estah. 
lish values they must make A. R, tests. I learn from the 
A. R. offices of the other dairy breeds that their breeders 
having had the same experience, are combing back to the 
A. R. test and that they too have turned the A. R. corner,” 

The course of official testing in all breeds hag beep 
largely the same. During the boom years, Advanceq 
Registry work grew and expanded rapidly, and decline 
just as steadily and just as rapidly during the years of 
depression. Now that conditions for the breeding of pure 
bred cattle are becoming more favorable, their testing 
programs are growing again the same as ours. Ag the 
other breed associations never have offered prizes for Aq- 
vanced Registry records, is it not fair to assume from 
their experience which so closely parallels our own, that 
it was some other reason than the payment of the prizes 
for A. R. records that was responsible for the fostering 
and building up of testing for Advanced Registration in 
our breed and that it was some other reason than the dis- 
continuance of the payment of prizes for milk and butter- 
fat tests that was responsible for the later decline in this 
work? 

Mr. Gardner supports his position by referring to the 
increased interest already manifested in the division for 
records made on two-time milking since the board offered 
prize money for records in that division. If the offering 
of prize money for record making is desirable in any clas- 
sification of our records, it would doubtless be in this 
twice-a-day milking classification which was devised in 
the first place for the benefit of our small breeders who 
desired an opportunity to make records as inexpensively 
as possible and under practical herd conditions. It might 
be expected that the possibility of winning prize money 
from the Association to defray a part of the expense of 
supervising these records in this division would be a 
factor in some circumstances. 

Even here, however, we must not overlook the fact 
that at the same time the board voted to offer $1,500 in 
prize money for Classification C, they also changed the 
rules to permit one day supervision, which in itself would 
cut down materially the cost of making these _ records. 
Also, it must be remembered that there has been much 
discussion among our breeders'as to the desirability of 
making more normal, practical records. With this growth 
of sentiment breeders have a right to expect that this 
type of record will be given greater recognition in estab- 
lishing values than has been the case in the past. These 
other factors might conceivably have had as much to do 
with the increased interest in Classification C as the 
actual prize money that has been offered by the Associa- 
tion for records in this classification. 

It appeals to us that what we need in our industry is 
not a stimulus for more forced, abnormal records but 
rather the development of testing that will largely in 
crease the numbers of our breed demonstrating their pro- 
ducing ability under-practical conditions. We doubt very 
much if the offering of prize money throughout the vari- 
ous classifications of the Advanced Registry would assist 
materially in bringing about that condition. 


The Cover 


.UTCHLAND CREAMELLE COLANTHA LAD, whose 
D picture appears on our cover this week, has to his 
credit as a sire a considerable number of achieve- 
ments that no other sire has ever duplicated. First, as to 
his own type, in 1921 he was first prize aged bull at the 
National Dairy Show. As a sire of type he has made a 
distinguished showing, his offspring being the nucleus of 
the Grahamholm show herds of recent years. In 1925 he 
won first prize Get of Sire at Waterloo, and that year one 
of his daughters was chosen All-American heifer calf. It 
is as a sire of production, however, that we generally 
think of Dutchland Creamelle -Colantha Lad. All of his 
daughters tested for the year average over 1,000 Ibs. 
butter and 24,000 lbs. milk. They include the world’s 
champion over all ages and breeds for both milk and fat 
in the 10-months division and the present champion sen- 
ior 4-year-old for combined milk and butter in the yearly 
division. One of his daughters is the only cow in the 
world with three records above 33,000 Ibs. milk or that 
has produced over 100,000 Ibs. milk in three years. His 
daughters have records up to over 38 lbs. in the 7-day 
division. Few sires in the entire history of the breed 
have ever made such a well-balanced and distinguished 
record of achievement as Dutchland Creamelle Colantha 
Lad. As his name indicates, he is a son of Dutchland 
Creamelle Korndyke Lad. His dam, Dutchbland Change- 
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ling Colantha Lad, was a former world’s record breaking 
daughter of Colantha Johanna Lad, out of Ready Change, 
famous daughter of the foundation cow, Changeling. This 
information is of special significance right now because of 
the forthcoming dispersal of the Grahamholm herd in 
which Dutchland Creamelle Colantha Lad will be sold, to- 
gether with nearly 100 of his daughters and grand- 


daughters.

made records up to 27 lbs. in seven-day test and 800 lbs. 
in year test. His blood is much in evidence in the present 
herd. The next herd sire was Sir Winana Beets Segis, 
a son of the then young King Segis. The daughters of 
“Sir Winana” have records up to 1,179 lbs. butter and 
31,000 lbs. milk in year test and up to 35 lbs. in seven 
days. One of his sons was grand champion at the Minne- 
sota State Fair and Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress and 
was used extensively in the herd. The present world’s 
champion, Grahamholm Colantha Segis’ Maid, is from one 
of his daughters. 

The bull selected for use on the daughters of “Sir 
Winana” was Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad Jr., who, 
at the time of his purchase by Dr. Graham, was recognized 
as the greatest show bull and sire of show type of his 
time. He had three times been made grand champion at 
the New York State Fair and his first daughters were pro- 
ducing sensationally. Several of his sons born at Gra- 
hamholm have won grand championship honors at leading 
shows. One of the early sons of “Aaggie” sired a world’s 
champon 31,000-lb. senior four-year-old and one of the 
daughters of Aaggie became the first 31,000-lb. cow of the 
breed. His daughters have records up to 32 Ibs. in seven 
days and almost 1,100 in year test. 

The grand champion son of “Sir Winana” was used on 
the daughters of “‘Aaggie” while Dr. Graham searched for 
his successor. Dutchland Creamelle Colantha Lad was 
finally chosen as the bull that met every requirement. 
He had a strong infusion of the blood of Colantha Jo- 


. hanna Lad, having for his nearest dams two world’s cham- 


pion year producing daughters of that great sire. As a 
calf he was a splendid individual and Dr. Graham was 
greatly impressed with the individuality of his dam. 

Of all the sires used at Grahamholm there can be no 
question but that “Dutch” is the greatest. His heritage, 
his Own achievements in the show ring and the consistent 
high placings of his offspring in the show ring and pro- 
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duction tests stamp him as one of the great Holstein sires 
of all time. He, himself, won high honors in the greatest 
show in America, winning the blue ribbon in the aged 
bull class at the National Dairy Show. He has sired 
many noted show ring winners, probably the best known 
being the 1925 All-American heifer, Grahamholm Hazel 
Colantha. His daughters have broken a number of 
world’s records in the yearly tests and have made up to 
38 lbs. in short time test. His greatness can best be 
understood in the summary of the production of all of his 
year tested daughters—the average for the entire list, 
tested at three years of age and over is over 1,000 ibs. of 
butter. What makes this achievement all the more re- 
markable is that a number of these records are for a pe- 
riod of only 305 days. 

The final chapter of the history of the Grahamholm 
herd will be written on May 27th and 28th, when this 
great herd is offered one at a time to the highest bidder 
at auction. It can be truthfully stated that probably 
never before in breeding history has a greater opportunity 
been given to purchase in the sale ring the class of cattle 
that will be offered in the sale of this great breeder’s 
herd.

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Holstein Herd Makes New Indiana Record 


The honor of making the highest 
herd average for the year, the high- 
est Holstein herd record ever made 
in the state, as well as that of ex- 
ceeding the previous state record of 
483 Ibs. formerly held by a Jersey 
herd, was won by Lyman Metzger, of 
North Manchester, Indiana, whose 
herd averaged 521 lbs. of butterfat in 
the Fulton Cow Testing Association 
for the year 1926. 

Such a creditable showing is not a 
mere coincidence. Some 26 years 
ago, Mr. Metzger decided that so far 
as dairy cattle went he was willing to 
“go all the way” with the Black and 
Whites. He started in the pure bred 
business by purchasing two register- 
ed heifers near South Bend, Indiana. 
He next selected a herd sire from the 
McKay herd of Iowa. This bull was 
Hartog Twisk Alcartra, a _ half 
brother of Tilly Alcartra. Unfortu- 
nately, the two original heifers re- 
acted to the test for tuberculosis, but 
a heifer calf out of them showed no 
trace of the disease. This was Owlet 
Countess -Alcartra No. 100826, who 
gave him three heifers, Pearl of Glen- 
brook, Glenbrook Girl, 
Korndyke Veeman Queen. Pearl of 
Glenbrook II, the high cow in the 
present herd, with a record of 21,679 
Ibs. of milk and 695 lbs. of butterfat, 
is the daughter of Pearl of Glen- 
brook. 

This breeder has always placed 
considerable importance on the sire. 
Segis Posch Lyons was the next 
registered male purchased, and his 
influence has done much to establish 
the present high producing ability of 
the herd. He was kept for a number 
of years and is the sire of all but one 
cow in the group making the state 
record. 

Quality rather than numbers has 
been the aim of this dairyman, as the 
herd numbered only 4 registered and 
1 grade cow when the record was 
made. The herd is typey and well 
developed. As three-year-olds, Glen- 
brook Girl and Pearl of Glenbrook II 
made 7-day records of 22 lbs. Later, 
the cow testing association, in addi- 


tion to the official test, created a 
lively demand for all surplus 
stock. In fact, the prices offered 
have been so attractive that the 


present supply of heifers is less than 
the owner desires. ‘‘No matter what 
they offer, I must keep my calves now 
for a while,” said Metzger. 

The care and attention which the 
herd receives is very similar to that 
practiced on other farms. Operating 
a 100 acre farm and selling the prod- 
uct as whole milk, Mr. Metzger 
earries on what might be called 
mixed farming. Alfalfa hay and 
silage form the winter roughage. 
Ground corn, ground oats, oilmeal, 
and cottonseed make up the grain 
mixture. 

With this roughage during the 
winter, a digestible protein content 
of about 12% is considered sufficient. 
The grain mixture fed is 400 lbs. of 
ground corn, 200 lbs. of ground oats, 
50 Ibs. of cottonseed meal, and 50 Ibs. 
of linseed oilmeal, fed at the rate of 
1 lb. of grain for each 4 lbs. of milk. 
The month Glenbrook II made 98 Ibs. 
fat, she received 21 lbs. of this grain 
mixture daily. 


and Pearl 


High production in combination 
with careful feeding usually resulted 
in economy. This herd was no ex- 
ception; the yearly feed cost re- 
quired for 100 lbs. of milk was 81 
cents. The average cost of feed for 
each cow was $130.10, while the aver- 
age income over feed cost was 
$182.05. Fifty-five per cent of the 
total cost of feed was for concen- 
trates. 

Blue grass has formed the summer 
pasture heretofore; this year sweet 
clover is being tried out on a small 
scale. Legume roughage is usually 
fed in addition to the pasture during 
the summer months. “A little alfalfa 
hay each day in addition to pastures 
is a wonderful help in keeping up 
summer production,” is the way this 
state record maker expressed himself 
on the summer feeding problem. Con- 
centrates are fed throughout the en- 
tire year. 

When advised of the good showing 
this herd had made during the past 
year the reply made was, “I knew I 
had some of the best cows in the 
neighborhood and expected to lead 
the association, but did not think of 
making any state records.” When 
given feed and care, good breeding 
and careful selection could not be 
suppressed. . 

The patience and _ perseverance 
which Mr. Metzger has exercised in 
building up his herd during the past 
26 years is indicative of the group 
whose rank and file he honors. The 
dairy industry does not lend itself to 
rapid development. For those who 
are willing to devote thought and 
study to the problems of breeding 
and feeding, and who are not too im- 
patient to go steadily on until the 
results .of their’ efforts can be 
measured, there is an untold source 
of satisfaction in building up such a 
dairy herd. The dairy industry is 
benefitted by the development of 
such animals. Mr. Metzger is to be 
congratulated on making the first 500- 
Ib. average in Indiana.

NEW BETTER-SIRES REPORT 


ISSUED 
A report dealing with live stock 
improvement under’ the “Better 


Sires-Better Stock” plan has just been 
issued by the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry, United States Department of 
Agriculture, in mimeographed form. 
It describes and summarizes the prog- 
ress of the systematic campaign for 
increasing the use of pure bred sires, 
and shows that a total of 17,063 per- 
sons have participated up to March 
31, 1927. States that have been es- 
pecially prominent in this work, ac- 
cording to the report, are Kentucky, 
Ohio, Virginia, Nebraska, and Ver- 


mont, each of those states having 
more than 1,000 live stock owners 
participating. 


In connection with the extensive 
literature which the bureau has made 
available on the subject of live stock 
improvement, it is now analyzing 
voluminous reports from consular 
and agricultural officials in foreign 
countries with a view to studying the 
activities of other nations in the 
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breeding and improvement of domes. 
tic animals. 

Copies of the better-sires report 
which is issued quarterly, together 
with literature on related subjects 
may be obtained on application to the 
Bureau of Animal Industry. 





WISCONSIN INSTITUTION Cows 
MAKE GOOD RECORDS 


I presume that you will be jp. 
terested to know of the records being 
made at the Southern Wisconsin 
Colony and Training School at Union 
Grove. We of Racine County are 
quite proud of our cows at this State 
of Wisconsin institution and eg. 
pecially that our herdsman, Mr 
Harold Jensen, is a local man. 

They have made four official reg. 
ords in the past two months, averag. 
ing 30.94 lbs. butter in seven days, 
The C. T. A. tester did’ not happen 
to test there while those records 
were being made so their average 
might have been higher. Each month 
of March and April the C. T. A. tester 
has found a cow producing at a 30-Ib. 
butter rate. The main part of the 
herd was retested both months. Dur. 
ing March, 39 cows averaged 1,328 
Ibs. milk, 3.23% 57.8 Ibs. fat. All dry 
cows were figured in the above herd 
averages. 

A. J. Cramer was present April 
21st. An official tester assisted the 
Cc. T. A. tester in supervising the 
more important tests. The C. T. A 
tester’s composite of four milkings 
checked the same or within one- 
tenth per cent of those’ made by the 
official tester in all cases compared. 

In March Daisy De Kol Pontiac 
Segis Tobe 788275 averaged 2,575 Ibs. 
milk, 3.9% 1,000.4 lbs. fat on a two- 
day test. This was the second high- 
est record of 57,742 Wisconsin C. T. 
A. cows tested in March, the highest 
record being a grade Holstein with a 


5.2% test. 
The April test reveals’ dAnold 
Dorothy Pabst Bruno 69449 with a 


two-day average producing in 30 days 
2.637 Ibs. milk with 4% test and 105.5 
Ibs. fat. Their thirteen highest pro- 
ducing cows averaged 77.2 Ibs. fat 
during April. The returns for a 
dollar’s worth of feed in April 
amount to $3.01. The high record cow 
was fed 24 lbs. of eight different con- 
centrates and returned $55.68 above 
feed cost, her milk being figured at 
$2.74 per cwt.

Michigan Herds Make Good Averages 


Excellent March weather helped 
Michigan dairy cows to average three 
pounds more of butter fat during 
March than they did during February. 
For’March the 19.955 cows under test 
reported in 76 Michigan cow testing 
associations out of 106 operating pro- 
duced an average fat amount of 26.5 
pounds per cow. 


The Kent-West Association led all 
of the. Michigan organizations in 
butter fat production with an average 
of 35 pounds per cow. O. J. Becker 
of Lansing Michigan, member of the 
Ingham-Lansing C. T. A. and owner of 
a herd of mixed grade Holsteins and 
Guernsey. cows, had the highest herd 
average of all Michigan herds under 
test for March. For the last four 
months this herd has been under 
retest conditions and the production 
for March was 54.98 pounds butter 
fat. 

The Pontiac State Hospital is the 
owner of the highest producing cow 
for all Michigan associations for 
March. The five-year-old pure bred 
Holstein owned by this institution 
produced 27,062 pounds milk and 
110.5 pounds fat under four times a 
day milking and was retested by the 
tester, Harold Elmer. 

Reports from the testers indicate 
that there will be a large number of 
new seedings made of sweet clover 
and an enlarged acreage of alfalfa 
during 1927.

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Cow Testing Association Report for March 


IHinois Has High Producers 

The Honor List for March in that 
state shows pure bred and grade Hol- 
steins leading in 20 out of 27 associa- 
tions. That the pure bred Holstein 
breeders of Illinois are back of Cow 
Testing Association work is proven 
by the fact that in fifteen of these 
twenty associations the leaders were 
pure bred Holsteins. The three high- 
est producing herds in the state for 
the month were also pure bred Hol- 
steins, with the next five either grade 
Holsteins or partly grade and partly 
pure bred. The leader was the herd 
of the W. T. Rawleigh Company of 
Freeport, with a herd of twenty-two 
cows making an average of 1,518 !bs. 
milk, 49.3 Ibs. of fat per cow. Melms 
Brothers in Kane County Number 3 
association made an average for their 
pure bred Holstein herd of 1,267 Ibs. 
milk, 48 lbs. fat on two-time milking 
and J. Hemingway, who is associated 
with President Lowden on one of the 
Sinnissippi Farms, showed the excel- 
lent average of 46.1 lbs. fat and 1,347 
lbs. milk on two-time milking. The 
high individual producer for fat pro- 
duction was a grade Holstein owned 
by William Sipp of Peoria, who is 
credited with 2,920 Ibs. milk, 137.2 
Ibs. fat. The leading milk producer 
was a pure bred Holstein in the herd 
of W. T. Rawleigh Company, with 
3,168 lbs. milk, 120.4 lbs. fat. This 
same herd had another cow produc- 
ing 3,140 Ibs. milk, 109.9 Ibs. fat, and 
we note that the great Logan cow 
that broke the American milk record 
last winter is still averaging 100 Ibs. 
a day and has a credit of 105.4 lbs. 
fat for the month. 





California Report for March 

The summary of Cow Testing As- 
sociation work in California for 
March, 1927, shows Holsteins leading 
in nineteen associations, Jerseys in 
seven and Guernseys in two. The 
leading fat producer for the month 
is a pure bred Holstein owned by 
Frampton Brothers in the Los An- 
geles County Association with a pro- 
duction of 117 lbs. fat. Of the five 
association leaders producing over 
100 lbs. fat, four are pure bred or 
grade Holsteins. In regard to the gen- 
eral progress of Cow Testing Associa- 
tion work, G. E. Gordon, Extension 
Svecialist in dairying at the Univer- 
sitv of California, writes: 

The direction of activities in cow 
testing associations in the United 
States January 1. 1927, indicates a 
marked increase in the work during 
the past year. The number of asso- 
ciations in the United States has i‘- 
creased from 777 to 837, a gain of 
7.7%. The number of members dur- 
ing the year has increased from 19,- 
540 to 21,128, a gain of 81%. The 
number of cows under test has in- 
creased from 327.653 to 362,014, which 
is a gain of 10.5%. 

Wisconsin leads both in the total 
number of associations and total num- 
ber of cows on test. California is 
second in total cows on test, with 
Iowa third, Minesota fourth and Mich- 
igan fifth. 


In percentage of cows on test, Cati- 
fornia leads with 10%. Nevada is 
second, with 7.2%; which represents 
1,450 cows; there being only three as- 
sociations in the state. New Jersey 
is third, with 4.7%, Arizona fourth 
with 3.9%, which represents the cows 
in only one association. Vermont is 
fifth with 3.7% and Wisconsin and 
Michigan each have 3.2%. 

California showed an increase of 
19.6% in the total number of cows 
tested in 1926 over the previous year. 
This increase in the quantity of test- 
ing work is showing results in the 
increased production of the herds of 
the members, which means more ef- 
ficient dairying. 

Most of the cow testing work be- 
ing carried on in the United States 
at the present time is being done ac- 
cording to uniform methods, which 
follow testing rules adopted by the 
American Dairy Science Association 
and the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. These uniform rules, with 
slight variations, are in effect in 
about 90% of the associations in the 
country. 





Colorado Report for March 

The report of Cow Testing Associa- 
tion work in Colorado for March 1927, 
shows pure bred and grade Holsteins 
monopolizing top honors for produc- 
tion. The leading cow for the month 
is Miss Colanthus Feikje Pontiac, a 
purebred Holstein owned by -Fred 
Clymer of Grand Junction, credited 
with a production of 106.6 lbs. fat 
and 2,344 Ibs. milk. Herds in this 
state are divided into three classes 
in regard to size and all three were 
headed by Holsteins. The class for 
herds of twenty cows or under was 
led by the Holstein herd of eighteen 
owned by Reid Brothers of Platte- 
ville, with an average of 46.3 lbs. fat 
and 1,238.5 lbs. milk. The middle 
class from twenty-one to forty-five 
cows was headed by the Holstein 
herd of Stewart Winner, of La 
Salle. Their average was 40.4 Ibs. 
fat and 1,146 lbs. milk with a herd 
of twenty-two head. In the class for 
herds above forty-five head the herd 
of forty-six registered and grade Hol- 
steins owned by Stratton Home, at

age production of 39 lbs. fat and 1,154 
Ibs. milk. 
lowa Report for March 

The pure. bred Holstein herd of 
Peder Pederson & Son of Cedar Falls 
ranked high in the state for milk pro- 
duction and was the highest for fat 
production among herds of its size. 
The seventeen head averaged 1,572 
Ibs. milk and 51 Ibs. fat. A Guern- 
sey herd of eight head was the leader 
for fat production however with an 
average of 52.6. Ibs. fat, 954 Ibs. milk. 
Pure bred and grade Holsteins dom- 
inate the associations of Iowa pretty 
thoroughly as the list of high herd 
averages for each association would 
indicate. During the month of March 
forty-three of these associations were 
led by pure bred or grade Holstein 
herds with eight reporting Guernseys 


leading for fat production, eight 
others, Jerseys and nine reporting 
mixed herds of several breeds. The 


State of Iowa now has Seventy-seven 


Cow Testing Associations in opera. 
tion with 1,732 herds on test, 25,118 
cows. During the month of March 
2,991 of these cows produced over 40 
Ibs. butterfat and 348 cows from the 
herds of members were sold for 
slaughter. 





South Dakota Report for March 

The report from South Dakota 
covers nine associations and has 209 
herds containing 2,397 cows on test. 
The leading herd for fat production 
was the pure bred and grade Holstein 
herd of E. Hildebrandt in the Wa. 
tertown association with 43.6 Ibs. of 
fat. O. E. Howell of the Day County 
association with a herd of pure bred 
Yolsteins was first for milk, averag- 
ing 1,200 lbs. and 43.5 Ibs. fat. of 
the nine association leaders, one was 
a Guernsey herd, another a mixed 
Jersey and Holstein and the balance 
ture bred or grade Holstein herds, 
A pure bred Holstein cow in the he 
of F. M. Brown of the Watertown as.

The March report of Cow Testing 
Association work in New Jersey 
shows 14 associations reporting. The 
leading milk producer in all 14 of 
these associations is a Holstein, the 
heaviest producer being a pure bred 
Holstein in the herd of J. V. D. Ber- 
gen in the Somerset Association with 
a production of 2,656 Ibs. milk. The 
eight highest producing cows among 
all the associations of the state are 
Holsteins, their production running 
from 85 lbs. fat up to 102 Ibs. for a 
member of the herd of J. S. Katzen- 
stein & Son in the Sussex Number 1 
Association. The highest herd aver- 
age for both milk and fat is that of 
the Holstein herd of K. O. Scott in 
the Warren Association, with a herd 
average of 1,454 Ibs. milk, 46.5 Ibs. 
fat. An interesting study is reported 
here comparing the feed cost of pro- 
ducing 100 Ibs. milk as shown by the 
records cf members in March 1926 
and March 1927. The average . feed 
cost’ in 1926 was $2.32 for producing 
100 lbs. milk and for March 1927 this 
figure had dropped to $1.64. This 
great decrease in the cost of produe- 
tion came _ from better feeding 
methods as the cost of a ton of grain 
was only $2.00 less in March 1927 
than in March 1926.

BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS IN 
HUMANS 


The April 10th issue of Hoard’s 
Dairyman presents an article en- 
titled “Bovine Tuberculosis in Hu 
mans,” by Dr. C. H. Lochead of the 
Mayo Hospital, Rochester, Minnesota. 
This article reads in part as follows: 

“Tuberculosis in cows is a Cause of 
tuberculosis in humans. It is neces- 
sary to reiterate that because there 
are still people, some of them 
pseudo-scientists, who deny it. And 
also while it is an old story to all of 
us and all people generally have been 
told it many times, human nature is 
prone to forget 

“An excellent summary has been 
made by Rosenau who reports that 
out of 2,527 cases of tuberculosis 
studied by several observers, 16.2 
per cent were bovine. In people over 
16 years there were 2.9 per cent bo- 
vine; between 5 and 16 years 28.9 
per cent; and under five, 32.4 per 
cent. There were 1,079, or 42.8 per 
cent, pulmonary cases, of which six 
were bovine. There were 1,437, or 
57.4 per cent, other forms of tuber- 
culosis, of which 28 per cent were 
bovine. 

As is well known to the medical 
profession, pulmonary tuberculosis of 
bovine origin, especially among 
adults, is, so far as proven by any 
investigation, of extremely rare 0c- 
currence. In non-pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, especially among children, 
however, the facts are different. Fish- 
berg says, ‘Under five years of age 
61 per cent of cervical tuberculosis 
adentis, 58 per cent of abdominal 
tuberculosis, and 66 per cent of gen- 
eralized tuberculosis and meningitis, 
which may be of alimentary origin, 
are caused by the bovine virus’.”

His descendants have 
made a very unusual showing on the 
show circuit during the past two sea- 
sons, his get of sire group being un- 
defeated last year and receiving Re- 
serve All-American honors. He had 
been out of service for some time be- 
fore his death. A story of his achieve- 
ments in more detail will be presented 
later.

AGRICULTURE SET BACK BY 
ADVERSE WEATHER 

April provided many set-backs for 
what had promised to be an early agri- 
cultural season, reports the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture in 
its May 1 review of the farm situation, 
Reports to the bureau record every 
possible sort of weather disturbance 
over the country last month. 

The inundation of cotton lands in 
the lower Mississippi Valley, accord- 
ing to the bureau, will unquestionably 
have an effect on cotton acreage this 
year. Rains and freezes in the West 
caused delay in spring work and wide 
spread damage to fruit and grain, al- 
though the spring wheat territory has 
been benefited by soil moisture. 

The far West experienced severe 
snow storms and low temperatures 
with resulting injury to fruit and ten- 
der crops even on the coast. Portions 
of the East have been too dry for 
good soil preparation, abnormally 
warm weather alternating with heavy 
frosts. The season is advanced in the 
South as regards general farm work, 
but operations elswhere have begun to 
lag behind schedule. 


Southern truck crop acreages are re- 
ported to have been increased over 
last season by probably one-half more 
early celery and carrots, one-third 
more early lettuce, tomatoes, cucum- 
bers, beans, and _ strawberies, and 
Florida and Texas, potatoes. Southern 
deciduous fruits have shown a fairly 
good bloom but the extent of recent 
frost damage is not yet fully known. 

The decline in prices of hogs last 
month is reported as the most signifi- 
cant development among the livestock 
industries.. The decline is attributed 
chiefly to lessened demand, European 
markets being weaker and domestic 
consumption of pork products, espec- 
ially in the South, having decreased. 

A strong demand for cattle is re- 


ported, with cattlemen restocking 
their ranches. The new crops of 
calves, pigs and lambs which come 


most heavily in April encountered bad 
weather conditions, livestock reports 
beginning to reflect losses from that 
cause. 

Discussing the recent estimate of a 
decrease of 649,000 persons in the 
farm population last year, the report 
states that there has been a total loss 
of around 3,000,000 in farm population 
since the census of 1920, “a factor of 
more consequence than all current 
shifts of weather, production or 
prices.” 

Rapid consumption of apples is cited 
as an outstanding feature of the cold 
storage situation, 2,000,000 barrels 

















having moved into consumption during 
March, and April 1 stocks only a little 
heavier than the average stored on 
that date in the last five years. Stor- 
age stocks of butter have been re- 
duced to a negligible quantity. 

The cold storage situation, says the 
bureau “would seem to be encourag- 
ing to producers of butter, beef cattle 
and hogs. It increasingly suggests 
that the poultry industry is in the 
midst of a period of expansion and 
that egg producers would do well to 
watch the signs ahead.” 

The bureau’s general index of pur- 
chasing power of farm products in 
terms of nonagricultural commodities 
remained at 82 in March, the five pre- 
war years being considered as 100. 
This compares with 87 in the same 
month a year ago, 91 two years ago, 
and 79 three years ago. 





REPORT OF EXTENSION SERVICE 
ACTIVITIES DURING MARCH, 
1927 

This report arrives late because of 
the annual report which required 
practically all of Mr. Cooper’s time 
during the first half of April. 

March led for 1927 in the number 
of inquiries for both Holstein infor- 
mation and for cattle. Over 1,000 
inquires, 1,105 to be exact, were 
received during the month and were 
classed as follows From Students 
and Teachers 244, from breeders and 
prospective breeders 779, from parties 
wanting Holsteins 82. Total 1,105. 

The states from which cattle 
inquiries were receivel are listed as 
follows:

While the 
number of dairy cows have been op 
a slight decline, the production pep 
cow has increased. The consumption 
of dairy products has. also increased, 
which has had a good effect on stab. 
ilizing prices. Farmers are giving 
more attention to reducing the eogt 
of production. Land values are heing 
adjusted according to the returns that 
are received from it Unprofitable 
cows are being weeded out of the 
herds, more efficient equipment jg 
being introduced and better businegg 
methods are being brought to light 
through the keeping of farm ag 
counts. 

Cc. C. Colt, Vice President First 
National Bank, Portland, Oregon, 12th 
Federal Reserve District: The pros- 
pects for a large crop in the North- 
west are excellent. There have been 
ample moisture and good conditions 
throughout the wheat districts and 
at the present time the indications 
are for a very large crop. ‘Cattle men 
are doing better with prices advanc- 
ing. Sheep men have been pros- 
perous for some years although the 
price is about ten per cent off from 
last year with a slow market. The 
prices are still high enough, however, 
to insure a good return. The reports 
are that the growing season has been 
satisfactory. In the fruit district we 
have had a late Spring with some 
reports of frost damage. Generally 
speaking, the agricultural situation 
as a whole looks favorable and 
farmers generally seem to be in a 
reasonably comfortable shape. 

J. Elwood Cox. President Com- 
mercial National Bank. High Point, 
North Carolina, 5th Federal Reserve 
District: Agricultural conditions 
seem to be the most uncertain factors 
in the business situation. I have 
noted that in the cotton states a 
great effort is being made to reduce 
the cotton acreage. It occurs to me 
it would be a good thing for the 
farmers to reduce the acres they 
cultivate in all lines of agriculture. 
My observation is that the farmers 
undertake to cultivate too much land 
and do not intensify enough. I know 
of a farmer who has only twenty-five 
acres. He makes a good living, has 
educated a family of several children, 
is out of debt, and has money at 
interest. I am interested in the 
Business Men’s Commission on Agri- 
culture, which was organized last 
November. Their revort ought to be 
of interest and result in good infor- 
mation for the promotion of sounder 
business structure along agricultural 
lines. 

F. A. Trish, Vice President First 
National Bank, Fargo. North Dakota, 
9th Federal Reserve District: Minne- 
sota has seeded very little wheat so 
far and this is also the condition in 
nearly all North Dakota. Rains this 
spring have kept the soi! in such con- 
dition that it has been impossible to 
seed in most places. However, we 
have not been injured to anv great 
extent as the subsoil was auite dry. 
It is now soaked up thoroughly so we 
can go through dry weather witthout 
danger to our crops. It only takes a 
few days to seed so the season is not 
very late. This will mean some 
decrease in wheat acreage and an 
increase in ccrn, barley and other 
feed crops which we have been try- 
ing to bring about for years. We

Dan H. Otis, Director Agricultural 
Commission: The past year has 
emphasized some important lessons 
to agriculture. There has been an 
overproduction of cotton and feed 
grain, particularly corn. On the 
other hand, live stock has been on 
the upgrade, in most instances. Prices 
of cattle and hogs have averaged 
above last year. Not only the total, 
but the par capita consumption of 
dairy products is increasing. Farmers 
who are following a well balanced 
program of production and market- 
ing are in much better condition than 
those who are dependent largely 
upon a single crop. An encouraging 
sign is the shift in the acreage of 
crops for 1927. It is estimated that 
in the south there will be at least 
6,000,000 acres more land devoted to 
food and feed crops than last year. 
Banks are doing much to encourage 
this move by conditioning the loans 
to farmers upon an assurance that 
there will be a reasonable amount of 
food and feed grown. The surplus of 
feed crops is intimately connected 
with the impending shortage of work 
horses. There are approximately five 
million less horses than ten years 
ago. This represents a diminished 
demand for horse feed of about ten 
million tons of hay and about an 
equal amount of grain. This would 
more than take care of our surplus 
corn and oats. It also indicates that 
twenty to twenty two million acres 
of land formerly was used to produce 
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horse feed is now being used to add 
to the surplus of human food. At the 
present rate of production it will take 
twenty-seven years to replace present 
horse population. Horse power has 
a low initial cost. They leave fer- 
tility on the farm and make a market 
for farm feeds. Here is one of the 
ways to solve our surplus problem, 
and at the same time furnish cheap 
power for farm use. 


F. D. Farrell, President Kansas 
State Agriculture College, Member 
Advisory Council to the Commission: 
Agriculture is undergoing a difficult 
process of adjustment. The farmer’s 
individual productive efficiency is 
rising rapidly through increased 
application of science and modern 
machinery. The bringing of cheap 
land into cultivation is tending to 
lower cost of production in certain 
regions and provide’ supplies in 
excess of normal demand. These 
changes present an acute problem 
especially to farmers whose land is 
high-priced or who are unwilling or 
unable to improve their practices and 
lower costs. Present methods of 
distribution in some important 
instances are expensive and unsatis- 
factory. Added to these problems is

and distribution. 


H. L. Russell, Dean College of Agri- 
culture, University of Wisconsin, 
Member Advisory Council: The 
general agricultural situation in Wis- 
consin we de not feel is cause for 
any despondency. The soundness of 
our diversified agriculture in the 
state, based as it is primarily upon 
dairy products, shows far less flue- 
tuation in values than _ does, for 
instance, cereal or finer crops. This 
makes the situation in Wisconsin one 
of marked stability. Generally 
speaking our farmers are gradually 
improving their situation. Especially 
is this true where they are owners 
of the land and did not purchase 
additional land at peak prices.

Fifty per cent of the farmers’ busi- 
ness associations in the United 
States engage to some extent in Co- 
operative buying. Some of them are 
formed exclusively for that purpose, 
although the majority buy commodi- 
ties simply as a side-line, their main 
function being cooperative _ selling. 
Cooperative purchasing was reported 
by 5,386 associations last year, ac- 
cording to reports received by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 


ture. Of this number 62 per cent 
bought feeds; 47 per cent, fuel; 30 
per cent, containers; 20 per cent, 


seeds; 19 per cent, fertilizer; 15 per 
cent, building materials; 13 per cent, 
fencing material; 11 per cent, imple- 
ments and machinery; 7 per cent, 
hardware; 5 per cent, .spray ma- 
terials; and 30 per cent, handled mis- 
cellaneous commodities. 

Purchasing activities are not con- 
fined tp the cooperatives of any par- 
ticular section of the country. The 


largest percentage of cooperatives 
engaged in purchasing, however, is 
found in Maryland, New Jersey, 
Kansas, Ohio, ‘Nebraska, Pennsyl- 


vania, and North Dakota. More than 
60 per cent of the associations in 
these states purchase supplies for 
their members.

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FARM PRICE INDEX LOWEST IN 
FIVE YEARS 

The Department of Agriculture 
price index of farm products for 
April 15 is the lowest point reached 
in five years, being placed at 125 per 
cent of the pre-war level, against 
126 on March 15, and 140 on April 15 
a year ago. 

Farm prices of grains, meat animals 
and cotton decreased from March 15 
to April 15; dairy and poultry com- 
bined showed no change, and the 
fruit and vegetable group advanced 
slightly. 

The continued decline in farm and 
market prices of hogs at levels sub- 
stantially below last year, with 
market receipts of hogs no larger, 
according to the monthly price report 
issued by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, reflects a sharp falling 
off in the demand for hog products 
which can be accounted for largely 
by increased competition of cotton- 
seed oil and a decrease in demand 
from Southern States and foreign 
countries. 

Both farm and market prices of 
cattle and lambs have increased the 
past several months, which is at- 
tributed to the _ strong, domestic 
demand for animal products’ which

The majority of American farms 


are owned wholly by the farmers 
operating them, according to a state- 
ment just issued by the U. S. Census 
from which the first com- 
posite picture of the American farm 
can now be drawn. 

This average farm, with its 145 
acres, is valued at $7,776, the land 
exclusive of buildings being worth 
$40.85 an acre. The farm machinery 
and implements are worth $422, and 
the buildings are valued at $1,847. 

Sixty one acres is crop land, of 
which 54 acres is harvested, with 64 
acres of pasture. In all, 24 acres is 
woodland. Thirteen acres is planted 
in corn, with 11 acres of hay, 8 of 
wheat, and 6 of oats, in addition to 
other lesser crops, the yield from 
which includes 56 bushels of white 
potatoes, 6 bushels of sweet potatoes, 
and more than 18 pounds of tobacco. 

An orchard of 22 apple trees, young 


and old, produces 24 bushels of 
apples, and 14 peach trees yield 
over 8 bushels of peaches. There 


are four pear trees and almost sixty 
grape vines. 

In addition to three horses and a 
mule, this average American farmer 
has nine head of cattle, eight swine 
six sheep and 64 chickens. He sells 
300 dozen eggs a year and 36 pounds 
of wool. Of 1,444 gallons of milk 
produced, he sells 418 gallons, with 
7 gallons of cream, and 166 pounds 
of butter fat. He also makes 100 
pounds of butter. 

On the side of expenditures, Mr. 
Average Farmer pays $38 for fer- 
tilizer, $118 for feed, $26 for lumber. 
posts and firewood, and his total 
outlay for hired labor is $136 a year. 

This government report, just com- 
pleted, gives 6,371,640 farms with a 
total population of 28,981,693. The 
figures show that one farm in five 
is mortgaged, for an average of more 
than 40% of its value, the farm 
mortgages having increased more 
than $500,000,000 in five years. Over 
40% are on unimproved roads. Only 
one farm in twelve has a tractor, and 
only about one in 25 had a radio, 
according to these 1925 statistics. 

The number of radio receiving sets 
is said to have increased greatly over 
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the above figure in the past two 
years, a recent survey by A. Atwater 
Kent indicating that the number of 
radio sets on farms is now more than 
one million—about one to every giy 
farms. This rapid increase is attrjp. 
uted to the practical value of radio 
on the farm, in addition to ap 
enhanced amusement and _= educa. 
tional value. 

The farm population has further 
decreased from the above figure, 
according to a report just issued by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
estimating the farm population, of 
January 1, 1927, as 27,892,000—a fa). 
ling off of more than one million.

A YOUNG NEW JERSEY BREEDER 
; WRITES 

Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

Perhaps you would like to put the 
following write-up in a coming issue 
of the World. Soon I will also 
have an announcement of a seven-day 
record made by one of my cows. 
Though I do not take the World 
my father does and I get unlimited 
joy out of reading each issue. Most 
generally I have it read through sev- 
eral times by the arrival of the next 
one, and I can sincerely say that I 
have secured much benefit from it. 
And when I read it and in doing so 
read of the work being done by the 
breeders, it gives me a hew grip on 
life, honestly I believe if it was not 
for the weekly numbers of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World, I would have 
lost interest in club work a long time 
ago. Following is the write-up: 

I have been recently taught one 
lesson by that bitter teacher, whom 
they call Experience. It is briefly: 
the fact that cows will not thrive on 
nails. I had always been told that 
such was the case but it wasn’t really 
impressed upon me until it caused 
the death of my cow, Fishery Aaggie 
Hengerveld. Last year in senior four- 
year-old form she made nearly 22 
pounds of butter from 494.5 pounds 
of milk in seven days. Also she led 
the honor roll for March 1926, with 
1,969 pounds of milk and 69.69 pounds 
of fat. I had had her in wonderful 
condition, intending to put her on 
test again this year, until she was 
taken sick. I treated her at first for 
compaction, but she died a few hours 
after giving birth to a bull calf. A 
post-mortem examination showed 
that a three inch finishing nail had 
punctured the stomach wall. 

I am fortunate though in having 
her first calf, (the first one which she 
had while in my possession), which 
was a heifer. Winland Edwinna Aag- 
gie Segis as I named her, (Winland is 
my herd prefix) won three blue 
ribbons in 1926 showing as a junior 
calf, (under six months). She won 
first prize in both Open and Club 
classes at the Garden State Fair and 
first in the Club Class at the Trenton 
Tri-State Fair. At the latter she also 
won third in the product of dam 
class, being beaten by two animals of 
milking age. I exhibited four animals 
last fall and won a total of four firsts, 
two- seconds, three thirds, and one 
fourth. 

This year my prospects for a good 
show season are the best ever. Be- 
sides my string of last season, ex- 
cepting ‘‘Aaggie,” I have an animal 
which wiH show as a mature cow. 
Her name is Aldine Champion Maid, 
I recently purchased her together 
with another animal at the dispersal 
of the herd of Mr. Frank Coleman. 
Last year she placed first at the 
Garden State Fair in the mature cow 
class, and will show much better this

fall. I will also have a junior eat 
and a bull calf to show. 

The other animal which IT pyp. 
chased, Roycroft Clothilde  Sylyig 
has an average for her nearest seven 
tested dams of over 32 pounds of 
butter in seven days. She has fe. 
cently freshened and is completing a 
seven-day record. The sire of the 
bull calf which she dropped is from a 
39-pound dam with over 1,100 pounds 
in the year, his name is Carnation 
Prospector 2d. Winson Segis Ya}. 
dessa, who has won prizes for the 
last three years at the Garden State 
Fair and the Trenton Tri-State Pair 
has recently freshened and is com- 
pleting a seven-day record. 

You will hear from me again in the 
near future.
